Delegates of St. Louis Team- 
sters Local 688 to the union’s 
recent international conven- 
tion were chosen by the local’s 
stewards council instead of by 
the full membership, as re- 
quired by the constitution of 
the Teamsters International, 
the Post-Dispatch was told 
today. 

However, spokesmen for 
Local 688 said the method of 
selection was in accordance 
with the local’s by-laws, which 
have been approved by the 
International. 

The 1l-man delegation from 
Loca] 688 went to the national 
convention at Miami Beach 
with instructions to vote for 
James R. Hoffa as national 
Teamsters president. Hoffa, 
who was elected, has desig- 
nated Harold J. Gibbons, sec- 
retary-treasurer of Local 688, 
as his chief aid. The men are 
close friends. 

Picked by Executive Board. 

Local 688’s delegates were 
first selected by its executive 
committee and then submitted 
to the stewards council, com- 
posed of about 500 men, for 
approval. The stewards could 
have proposed other delegates, 
a union spokesman stated. 

He pointed out that the 
Teamsters Union has about 
9000 members here and said 
it would be difficult to bring 
them all together to vote on 
the delegates. 

“We do not have regular 
full membership meetings,” he 
said. “We only have division 
meetings for union members 
who work in the 
plants. The big shops have 
their own meetings.”’ 

The stewards meet once a 
month. Each steward repre- 
sents no more than 25 mem- 
bers. 

Senaters Ask fer Data. 
The Senate labor rackets in- 
vestigating committee has sent 
questionnaires to Teamsters 
locals to determine if the ap- 
parently expensive campaign 
for Hoffa was financed by 
union funds. Gibbons was 
manager of Hoffa's successful 
campaign. 

The Senate committee, head- 
ed by Senator John L. McClel- 
lan (Dem.), Arkansas, last week 
asked each union local and 
foint council within the Cen- 
tral and Southern States Con- 
ferences of Teamsters for a 
strict accounting of all “loans 
and payments to union officers 
since 1950.

Eyes on the Barracks 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


E. P. Crecelius, president of the 
Lemay Bank & Trust Co., and of 
the South County Civic Council, 
stated in his letter that he and the 
people he represents have given a 
great deal of time, thought and re- 
search to public housing. And they 
don't want it. 


We, the 1500 parents and chil- 
dren who live at Jefferson Barracks, 
are very grateful to the good county 
residents who have given us a 
chance to live decently while we 
are trying to increase our earnings 
so that we too may soon be able 
to own a small home of our own. 


It grieves us, though, to see the 
names of former Jefferson Barracks 
tenants and neighbors amongst 
those who now want to stop the 
Housing Authority from providing 
new buildings and continuing to 
give less fortunate people a boost. 
Now that they own their own 
homes, some of them in Sylvan 
Springs, why do they want to stop 
us from having the same help they 
received? 

Is private gain so important that 
the land where we now live, the 
streets, sewer and water lines that 
now serve our apartments should 
be sold to speculators so that they 
can build a subdivision and make 
a big personal profit? Mr. Crece- 
lius says he wants the land turned 
over to the park board along with 
the rent money the Housing Au- 
thority has on hand. Does he really 
think the park board would be al- 
lowed to destroy these public im- 
provements or does he believe that 
the bank would make the building 
loans if private speculators got the 
land? 

We aren't charity cases. We only 
need a little help so that we and 
our children won't be forced to go 
back to slum houses, because that 
is all we can afford right now. We 
are trying, and as we earn more, 
we hope to move into our own little 
place and make these apartments 
available to others who need this 
boost we appreciate being given. 

There are 300 of us families and, 
if the new low-rent project is built, 
there will be many times 300 fam- 
ilies over the next 40 years who 
will need that low-rent housing. 
Some day we may be rich, but right 
now we can't afford to pay for de- 
cent housing. The rent is too high. 
Where and how does Mr. Crecelius 
want us to live? Did he research 
that question too? Just what is he 
really asking the good people in 
this county to sign their name to 
in that petition”?

For County Children 


Once again the County Council has declined 
to act on the long-pending fluoridation bill. 
Every important medical, dental and public 
health organization in the United States has 
indorsed fluoridation as a safe, cheap and effec- 
tive public health technique for reducing dental 
decay in children. The State Health Department 
is enthusiastic. The County Health Commis- 
sioner has recommended it. Why is the Council 
dragging its feet? — 

Evidently the answer is that fluoridation en- 
joys active, intelligent support from only two of 
the seven Councilmen, Council Chairman L, Ger- 
don Davis, Kirkwood Republican, and Maurice 
M. Abramson, University City Democrat, -have 
led the attempt to bring this twentieth century 
medical advance to the county’s youngsters—a 
benefit, incidentally, from which St. Louis chil- 
dren have profited for two years. 

If the county is to catch up with the city in 
this respect, two more Councilmen will have te 
come to the aid of Mr. Davis and Mr. Abramson. 
Surely those two votes ought not to be too diffi- 
cult to find. Take Councilman Richard A. Het- 
lage; Ladue Republican. As an attorney trained 
to make reasonable judgments on the facts, not 
fictions, he eertainly ought to understand that 
the overwhelming weight of the evidence is on 
the side of fluoridation. As an attorney for the 
St. Louis Urban Redevelopment Corp. he must 
favor civic progress—and if this isn't civic prog- 
ress, what is? 

Councilman George E, Bohrer, Gardenvyille 
Republican, is another with a reputation for 
using reason, not emotion, in arriving at his con- 
clusions—which is all that parents and other 
proponents ask. 

Councilman James H. J. McNary, Pine Lawn 
Democrat, is said to have ambitions for the Su- 
pervisor’s post. One good test of his qualifica- 
tions will be how he handles himself in this is- 
sue. A determined, forthright stand for fluori- 
dation would be all in his favor; any other would 
not. 

That leaves Thomas Dunne, Jennings Demo- 
crat, and Frank L. Martini, Maplewood Repub- 
lican. Together with Mr, Abramson they make 
up the council's health committee. If Council- 
men Dunne and Martini said Yes, fluoridation 
would pass in a hurry. The fact that they have 
failed to act does them little credit. 

Fluoridation is a technical public health ques- 
tion on which the councilmen have received 
expert advice. That advice from the experts has 
been to fluoridate. Surely the Councilmen un- 
derstand that it is their responsibility to act. 
That is why they were elected, To continue to 
do nothing is to play into the hands of the few 
who stand between the county's children and a 
benefit they deserve. 


New World, Old Absolutism 


In theory every nation of the New World is 
based on common democratic ideals. Yet five 
of these nations still reject a basic freedom— 
freedom of the press—and thus deny their peo- 
ples the rights of information necessary to 
proper self-government. The five are: 

Bolivia 

Cuba 
Dominican Republic 
Paraguay 
Venezuela 

The indictment of these five governments 
comes from the Committee on Press Freedom of 
the Inter American Press Association, meeting 
this year in Washington. This association of 
Western Hemisphere newspaper men is dedicat- 
ed to sustaining or rescuing liberty of the press 
wherever threatened. And, in addition to the 
five governments which deny that freedom, 
LA.P.A. finds freedom threatened in Nicaragua 
and El Salvador, and not fully restored in Co- 
lombia. 

Each of the eight nations listed above is ruled, 
for practical purposes, by a dictatorship. It is 
not the form of government which I.A.P.A. di- 
rectly challenges, but what the government does 
to the press. In Cuba, for example, the associa- 
tion is not oppdésing President Batista; instead it 
is supporting responsible publications which are 
attempting to regain their right to publish freely. 

Yet 1.A.P.A.’s cause is fundamentally opposed 
to totalitarian ideologies and to practicing dicta- 
torships. It could not be otherwise. “Thus 
1.A.P.A, can list one gain this past year in Colom- 
bia, where the overthrow of the Rojas Pinilla 
dictatorship loosened some bonds on communi- 
cation. LA.P.A.'s struggle must be unrelenting, 
but in view of the limited life span of dictator- 
ships, the hemispheric press knows it is on the 
winning side. 
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Taxes Are Secondary 

Vice President Nixon's California remarks 
casting cold water on a 1958 tax cut should be 
read in the light of remarks by Budget Director 
Pervical F. Brundage on Oct. 1. 

Speaking before Sputnik, Mr. Brundage told 
a press conference on that date that the Admin- 
istration’s effort to cut current spending had 
failed and that the revised budget outlook would 
not justify a tax cut in 1958. Speaking after 
Sputnik, the Vice President said: 

Let us resolve once and for all that the 
absolute necessity of maintaining our supe- 
riority in military strength must always take 


priority over the understandable desire to 
reduce our taxes. 


The two statements taken together suggest 
that Sputnik came along just in time to give the 
Administration a ratidnalization for doing what 
its fiscal situation would have necessitated in 
any event. As Mr. Brundage pointed out, expen- 
ditures for the present fiscal year are actually 
expected to run somewhat higher than last Janu- 
ary s estimates, despite the defense cutbacks and 
other economy orders in recent months. Obvi- 
ously they will rise even further if the missiles 
program is speeded up as Congress seems likely 
to insist. 

Without any such speedup, Mr. Brundage esti- 
mated this year’s surplus at one and a half bil- 
lion dollars. 
slight decline in personal income which, if con- 
tinued, will surely reduce tax revenues. In these 
circumstances the Administration will be lucky 
to end the year with any sizeable surplus at all, 
and cannot realistically hope to find the leeway 
for the three-billion-dollar tax cut which many 
Congressmen yearn for. 

How strong is the yearning Representative 
Richard M. Simpson of Pennsylvania, a high- 
ranking Republican member of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, reveals when he declares 
(after Sputnik) that even though defense expen- 
ditures go up, taxes “must” be reduced. The 
imperative which springs so readily to his lips 
can perhaps be traced to his position as chair- 
man of the G.O.P. congressional campaign com- 
mittee. 

It might be a good idea for Representative 
Simpson to re-examine his assumption that any- 
body trying to get congressmen elected “must” 
«demand a tax cut. That may be standard politics 
in ordinary times, but after Sputnik it is not 


The most recent reports show a” 
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necessarily so. We are confident that the great 
majority of thoughtful Americans agree with Mr. 
Nixon's statement of the priorities. As between 
national security and lower taxes, the latter 
comes second. 


Not Quite the Whole Truth 

It seems us that the Department of Jus- 
tice, in defending the Government against the 
Dixon-Yates lawsuit, is in what Freddy Hutchin- 
son would refer to as a bind. ° 

The Dixon-Yates interests are guing for 
$1,893,586 allegedly due under their canceled 
contract for a power plant across the river from 
Memphis. The crux of the Government's case is 
that the contract was invalid because of a con- 
flict of interest on the part of Adolphe H. Wen- 
zell. In the capacity of consultant, Mr. Wenzell 
was advising the Budget Bureau, an arm of the 
President's Mice, about the deal at the same 
time he was advising his private employers, a 
Wall Street Investment house, about making a 
profit on it, 

In order to get out of paying Dixon-Yates dam- 
ages, the Justice Department must prove that a 
conflict of interest invalidated the contract. And 
yet if it brings out all the facts about the deal it 
may succeed in showing that if a conflict of in- 
terest existed it did so with the knowledge and 
consent of high government officials. And, such 
a showing might result in the Justice Depart- 
ment’s losing its case. Can Dixon-Yates justly 
be denied damages for a cqntract which, if it is 
invalid, was made so with Government consent? 

It must have been the painfulness of this di- 
lemma that caused Saul R. Gamer, the attorney 
handling the Government's defense, to state that 
he has no plans to call Presidential Assistant 
Sherman Adams to the stand. It is a safe bet 
that nobody in the Government knows more 


i, 
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about the Dixon-Yates contract than Mr. Adams. . 


Mr. Wenzell did not appear spontaneously at 
the Budget Bureau as an adviser—he must have 
been invited. Before the invitation, someone 
must have suggested him. If a conflict of inter- 
est occurred, who ts the more culpable—the man 
on the outside, who agreed to it and carried it 
out, or the man or men.on the inside who con- 
ceived the idea and made it possible? It would 
hardly seem fair to treat with the fairly small- 
fry Mr. Wenzell and not proceed to the “higher- 
ups.” What is needed is identification of the 
basic responsibility. 

But if the Justice Department were to fix this 
basic responsibility on high officials of the Eisen- 
hower Administration, then its defense of the 
lawsuit would probably be weakened. What is 
the witnesses’ oath about the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth? 
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Because Children Need Homes 
One of the costliest weaknesses in St. Louis's 
care of children is the failure to start work until 
a home has been broken up. Specialists in work 
with children are pretty generally agreed that it 
is far better to strive to keep the home from be- 
ing broken in the first place. In many Ameri- 
can communities preservation of the home 
around the child is the first line of defense. 
The Board of Children's Guardians, the agency 
responsible for the city’s child wards, lacks the 
authority of law to work to preserve the child 
in the home. But it has given attention to the 
preventive phase by conducting a one-day insti- 
tute Friday for its casework staff and workers 
in family and children’s agencies in St. Louis. 
Miss Esther Glickman, a psychiatric social 
worker and author of the recent book, “Child 
Placement Through Clinically Organized Case 
Work,” was the speaker. This is a constructive 
offering from the Board of Children’s Guardians, 
and we hope it may eventually lead to a gen- 
eral program of protecting the child in the 
home, where he can best be protected.

After the Party, Business 

After the Queen, comes Prime Minister Mac- 
millan. He arrives in Washington Tuesday while 
the social echoes of Elizabeth's triumphal inva- 
sion are still resounding. On Tuesday the party 
will be over and it will be time for business. 

Undoubtedly the urgency of the painful Syrian 
crisis is the immediate cause of Mr. Macmillan’s 
coming. But the Atlantic partnership needs peri- 
odic mending in any case. Since he saw the 
President in Bermuda last spring a great deal 
has happened, including a dismal deterioration 
of the Western position in the Middle East as 
well as Sputhik. ° 

Britain, as the withdrawing “imperial” power 
in the Middle East, may have some useful advice 
to offer us as their surrogates. It would be well 
to listen. Just as we restrained Britain at the 
time of the Suez attack—a restraint now seen 
to have been in the common interest—Britain 
may have useful counsel to offer on foreign 
policy. That is the nature of a partnership. 

Sentimentalists talk about “hands across the 
sea,” but it may be, as William Clark argues in 
his recent book “Less Than Kin,” that it is the 
friction and not the friendship between Britain 
and America that “has provided the dynamic of 
the Western world.” 

Mr. Clark suggests that the partnership exists 
because it has to, arising not from affection but 
from necessity. The relationship is something 
like that between two strong and vigorous polit- 
ical parties in a properly functioning democracy 
——the two sides share basic common interests, 
strategic and otherwise, yet differ fiercely at 
times on ways and means. Out of the conflict 
comes a course of action perhaps fully satisfac- 
tory to neither, yet carrying both forward. 

Such a partnership needs full and frank dis- 
cussion of realities and not fictions. It needs’ 
strong leadership—which inevitably now must 
come from this side of the Atlantic—tempered 
by wisdom, experience and informed dissent— 
something the British are well equipped to sup- 
ply. Let us hope that when Mr. Macmillan re- 
turns to London this great alliance which draws 
strength from each ertsis it passes through will 
have renewed itself once more.

Ducks nearly disappeared in North 
America in the late 1920s. The total 
population of the birds dropped to 
30,000,000, compared to 200,000,000 a 
generation earlier. 

But conservation action in both the 
United States and Canada has re- 
versed this trend and the ducks are 
coming back. Once more in spring 
and fall the awesome clouds of mi- 
grating birds can be seen, marking 
change of the seasons. The population 
is now estimated to 
be nearly back to a”, =X 
the levels it pre-e <= -.- 
viously enjoyed, al- 7 
though the number ow 
of duck hunters has ~ 
increased fourfold Wd. 
in the last. 20 - 
years. 

The story of the 
saving of the duck 
frem extinction is 
a story of co-opera- 
tion between sports- 
men, public agen- 
cies and interested 
friends in two na- 
tions. It began in 
1929 when a man named Joseph P. 
Knapp enlisted the aid of friends in 
establishing the More Game Birds in 
America Foundation. This organiza- 
tion employed 2000 field observers to 
take an international duck census. 


1934’s ‘Duck Stamp Act’ 


Making use of its findings, . the 
Foundation sponsored a program call- 
ing for the restoration and proper 
management of wildfowl breeding 
grounds in both the United States 
and Canada. Efforts to gain Govern- 
ment financing failed, but in 1934 
Congress passed the “Duck Stamp 
Act” under which sportsmen were re- 
quired to pay a $1 special fee to hunt 
waterfowl. This raised a fund of $20,- 
000,000 for the United States Biolog- 
ical Survey to use in its program of 
wildlife restoration. 

In addition, protection for the water- 
fowl was given through shortening the 
hunting season, reducing bag limits, 
outlawing dawn to dusk shooting, and 
the use of live decoys and baiting, and 
by placing many species of ducks on 
the protected list. 


Realizing this, American sportsmen 
decided to extend their program to 
encompass Canada, and there came 
into being an organization known as 
Ducks Unlimited. Within 10 days of 


ment by the local government of a 
full-time manager to supervise the 
muskrat business. Having retained 
the fur rights, this meant substantial 
income for the Government. 

Since this first undertaking, Ducks 
Unlimited has created 400 “duck fac- 
tories” in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. An important part of the 
program has been control of the se- 
rious duck disease known as botulism, 
and a vigorous predator control, with 
the assistance of Canadian sportsmen's 
leagues and the provincial govern- 
ments, aimed particularly against 
crows and magpies which feed on eggs 
of the wild duck. 

Another important phase of this 
waterfowl program has been fire con- 
trol. The huge Netley-Libau marshes 
at the south end of Lake Winnipeg, 
nesting ground for thousands of ducks, 
is a valuable haying ground for set- 
tlers. To clear the way for new crops, 
these settlers were accustomed to 
burn over the marshes at a time when 
the ducks were nesting, causing the 
destruction of thousands of ducks and 
their nests. 


Burnings Come Under Supervision 


Now, with the full co-operation of 
the farmers, Ducks Unlimited super- 
vises these burnings, at a time when 
they will not interfere with the ducks, 
and their eggs or young. 


The shore-line nesting area estab- 
lished up to now by Ducks Unlimited 
is in excess of 3800 miles. It has 
cleared hundreds of miles of fireguard 
lanes to vent destructive marsh 
fires; built hundreds of miles of 
barbed-wire fencing to- protect nest- 
ing areas; banded 90,000 ducks and 
geese to assist in the flight study of 
migratory birds, and maintained and 
managed more than 600,000 acres of 
water in the prairie provinces of Can- 
ada. 

The organization dreams of 4000 
projects instead of 400, for there is a 
great deal still to be done not only 
in the United States and Canada, but 
in Mexico, Cuba, the Central Amer- 
ican countries where waterfowl win- 
ter. The task calls for co-operation 
of the United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, the Canadian Wildlife Serv- 


fee, the conservation departments of 


all the states, and the aid of every 
sportsman and nature lover. 


Summary Seen in the Sky
